WASHINGTON, April 18.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt pardoned Dt. Fran- 
cis E, Townsend today as the old 
age pension advocate was about 
to enter the local jail to serve a 
30-day sentence for contempt of a 
House committee. 

The old pension advocate was 
convicted Feb. 24, 1937, for walking 
out on a special committee which» 
was investigating his plan to pay a 
$200 a month Federal pension to all. 
persons over 60 years of age. 

Townsend was in the office of 
United States Marshal Colpoys, 
awaiting removal to jail when the 
pardon was delivered to him. He 
emerged, grinning, with the pardort 
in his hand. ~ 


“I am very happy,” he said. “It 


] is complete vindication and an act 


of contrition on the part of Con- 
gress.” . ' 

The pardon was unconditional, re- 
lieving Dr. Townsend of the $100 
fine as well as the jail sentence. 

_A White House announcement of 
the pardon cited a telegram sent to 
the President April 15 by Chairman 
Bell (Dem.), of the House commit- 
tee, saying: 

“Dr. Townsend is an aged man 
and I am firmly convinced that at 
the time the so-called walk-out was 
planned prior to his having been 
called ‘as a witness and later at 
the time he actually did leave the 
witness stand, he was under the in- 
fluence of men of stronger will and 
intelligence than hig own and that 
they were far more responsible for 
mo ‘offense than the doctor him- 

Telis of Publicity Pian. 

Bell’s telegram said former mem- 
bers of the Townsend board of di- 
rectors had stated that the board 
met in Baltimore prior to the time 
Townsend was called to testify and 
“agreed that if and when the doc- 
tor was. subpenaed and called to 
the stand he would walk off at the 
time when it was deemed that he 
would get. the est publicity and 
that later on, when he did actually 
appear, he left the stand in defi- 
ance of the committee, pursuant to 
the plan ‘adopted at the former 
meeting in Baltimore. 

“In view of these circumstances

ceive an executive pardon.” 

The White House announcement, 
reviewing the case, said: — 

“The nature of the offense is one 
which concerns primarily the Con- 
gress. The authority, the dignity

“The Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, the majority lead- 
er of the House of Representatives 
and the chairman of the committee 
which originally recommended the 
prosecution and before which the 
acts complained of were committed 
have recommended the extension of 
executive clemency.” 

The statement added: 

“The President, therefore, has 
pardoned Mr. Townsend. 

Called Questioning Unfair. 

Dr. Townsend walked out of the 
committee hearing May 21, 1936, 
defiantly telling the’ members he 
would not be back, although he was 
under subpena. 

He contended their questioning 
was air.” 

He was convicted Feb. 24, 1937, 
and was sentenced to jail for 30 
days and to pay a fine of $100. The 
United States Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia affirmed 
the conviction and the Supreme 
Court refused last Monday to re 
view the trial, ending Dr. Town- 
send’s last hope of escaping the 
sentence by court action.

They: Say Requirement 
That 70 Pct. of Relief 


work Boosts Costs. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, April 18. — The 
House Appropriations, Committee 
asked Congress today to appropri- 
ate $220,634,725 for non-military -ac- 
tivities of the War Department for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 
This total, which includes $37,000,- 
000 President Roosevelt suggested 
in a relief message last week for 
flood control, is $23,618,838 above 
the estimates prepared four months 


ago by the ‘Budget Bureau and $25,- 
098,662 more than for the current 
year. 

The. bill carries $94,300,000 for 


general river and harbor work, com- 
pared with $128,000,000 this year; 
$113,000,000 for flood control proj- 
ects, compared with $105,000,000 this 
year, and $10,250,125 for the Panama 
Canal, $323,635 less than for this 


year. | 

Although the $220,634,725 total is 
more than $25,000,000.above the 1938 
appropriation, the War Department 
this year was given. $52,500,000. in 
relief funds, making the funds 
available for 1938 actually $26,401,- 
338 more than the bill proposes for 
the next year. 


’ For Mississippi Control. 
The committee recommended that 
$31,000,000 of the flood’ control ap- 
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$45,000,000 ‘for that 
year, but the total included $22- 
500,000 of relief ‘money, 

Appropriations include: East St. 
Louis and vicinity, $310,000; Perry 
County Levee and Dis- 
trict, Ill., $220,000; Wilson, Wenkel 
and Prairie du Pont Drainage and 
Levee District; Mo., $284,000; Colum-. 
bia Levee and: Drainage District, 

The army engineers told the com- 
mittee that the use of Works Prog- 
ress Administration -funds had 
handicapped their national flood 
control program. 

They said that a W P A require- 
ment that 70 per -cent of relief 
money go for labor had caused a 
disproportionate increase in the 
cost of some projects. 

Half of the engineers’ $60,000,000 
appropriation for flood control 
work this year came from W P A 
funds. 

Use of Relief Labor. 


Capt. Peter A. Feringa said the 
corps had been “decidedly handi- 
capped because of tack of labor” on 
projects far removed from urban 
labor supplies. 

“There are certain types of work 
which can be done readily and eco- 
nomically with W P A labor,” he 
said. “That is, work such as clear-

SHANGHAI, April 18.—Chinese 
dispatches tonight reported the re- 
capture of Hanchwang, where the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railroad crosses 
the Grand Canal, and further prog- 
ress for the Chinese counteroffen- 
give in Southern Shantung Prov- 
ince. 

Hanchwang lies 32 miles west- 
northwest of Taierhchwang, scene of 
@ Chinese victory last week, and 
marked the limit of the Japanese 
drive down the railway toward Su- 
chow, strategic junction of the 
Tientsin-Pukow line and the east- 
west Lunghai Railway. 

A desperate besieged. Japanese 
force heid out at Yihsien, 20 miles 


_- northwest of Taierhchwang, despite 


fierce Chinese assaults. Chinese re- 
portd 100 of their troops scaled the 


southwest corner of the city wall, 
but had to withdraw under heavy 
machine-gun fire. 

Chinese also continued their as- 
gault on the Japanese line at Tsao- 
chwang. Japanese garrisons at 
Yihsien and Tsaochwang were en- 
circled and completely cut off from 
bases to the north, Chinese advices 
said. Chinese guerrilla troops have 
disrupted lines of communication 
by persistent raids far behind the 
battle front. 

Japanese Attack Near Lini. 

Japanese launched a strong at- 
tack in the Lini sector in Shan- 
tung, 70 miles to the east, appar- 
ently the first blow in a new 
drive to avenge the series of sting- 
ing defeats they have suffered re- 
‘cently. The Japanese struck south- 
‘ward along the Yi River. Lini is 
80 miles northeast of Suchow. 

Fierce fighting was reported 
slong the entire Shantung front, 
where both Japanese and Chinese 
have been massing reinforcements 
and munitions for a decisive en- 
gagement. 

Dispatches from Chinese sources 
asserted thousands of Japanese sol- 
diers had been killed in the recent 
Shantung fighting, but there were 
no authentic figures. 

Thousands of fresh Chinese troops 
have marched into the Lini sector 
in the last few days, reinforcing 
southeast Shantung defense lines in 
expectation of a Japanese offensive 
there. 

It was estimated about 1,000,000 
men were involved in operations of 
the opposing armieg in the south 
Shantung zone. 

Foreigy military observers, watch- 
ing the test of Japan’s coh 9 
power, predicted the battle s ng 
in the Lini area and raging east- 
ward in the Tientsin-Pukow rail- 
way sector likely would develop into 
the biggest conflict of the war. 

Already the fighting has practi- 
cally ruined what was once a peace- 
ful, prosperous countryside. Scores 
of villages have been wiped out, 
farms desolated and hundreds of 
farmhouses burned. 

Japanese Bomb Air Field. 

Reports from Hankow said Jap- 
anese made five air raids in the 
Wuhan area. The J planes 
bombed an air field north of Han- 
kow. Then after successfully feint- 
ing attacks which drew Chinese 
pursuit ships in the opposite direc- 
tion, they reappeared and rained 
explosives on the Wuchang. Air- 
drome south of Hankow.

JOB INSURANCE TAX RULING 
AFFECTS 10 PCT. OF BANKS 


Missouri State Depositories Which 
Are Federal Reserve Members 
Not Exempt From Levy. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 18. — 
Chairman Andrew J. Murphy Sr., 
of the Missouri Unemployment 
Compensation Commission  de- 
clared today that only about 10 per 
cent of Missouri's State banks are 
affected by the Commission’s rul- 
ing that State banks which are 
members of the Federal Reserve 
System are not exempt from the 
unemployment insurance payroll 
tax. 


Murphy's statement was in 
answer to protests by a number of 
the larger State banks that the rul- 
ing, made by the Commission’s 
chief counsel, is discriminatory. 

Of the 568 State banks in Mis- 
sourl, Murphy said, only 55 are 
members of the Federal Reserve 
System, and it is largely this group 
of State banks which come under 
the terms of the law by having 
eight or more employes. Rulings 
by Attorney-General Roy McKit- 
trick and by unempldyment com- 
pensation commissions in a number 
of other states conform to the 
Missouri Commission’s ruling,

150,000 Fersons Gather Before Basilica for 
Glimpse of Pontiff and to Receive 
His_ Blessing.

VATICAN CITY, April 18.—Pope 
Pius formally canonized three new 
saints yesterday in magnificent 
Easter ceremonies in St. Peter's 
and bestowed his blessing on one of 
the greatest multitudes ever as- 
sembied in the plaza before the 
basilica. : 

More than 150,000 persons wait- 
ed for hours in the bright sunshine 
for the fina) event of the Easter 
services—the appearance of the 
Pontiff. 

Sitting upon a portable throne, 
with his golden tiara glistening in 
the sun, the Pope was but a tiny 
figure in the distant balcony to 
most of those who gathered in the 
vast st\uare. 

But when he intoned his Waster 
blessing, the Latin words came 
clear and loud over the loudspeak- 


ers. 

Suspended from the balcony was 
a tapestry ornamented with the 
figures of the three new saints— 
Andrea Bobola of Poland, in mar- 
tyr’s red; Salvador da Horta of 
Spain, in the brown robes of the 
Franciscans; and Giovanni Leo- 
nardi of Italy, in the black of the 
clerics of the Mother of God. 


50,000 at Canonization. 
The mass and canonization cere- 
monies within St. Peter’s, crowded 
with an estimated 50,000 persons, 
went beyond their allotted times. 
The Pontiff rested longer than had 
been expected before appearing on 
the balcony. 
It was 50 minutes after the sched- 
uled time when he came before the 
multitude at 1:20 p. m. 
At the beginning of the Easter 
ceremonies, the Pope left his apart- 
ments on the portable throne in 
full ceremonial dress at 9:20 a. m. 
and entered St. Peter’s with his 
full retinue 50 minutes later. ' 
Trumpeters announced his en- 
trance before the congregation. 
Among those in the basilica were 
28 Cardinals, 70 Bishops and large 
delegations from insurgent Spain 
and Poland. 
Crown Prince Umberto and 
Crown Princess Maria Jose repre- 
sented official Italy, occupying 
throne-like chairs not far from 
the Pope. 

Renewal of Cardinals’ Oaths. 
The Pontiff raised his hand slow- 
ly to bless the faithful and then, 
assuming his throne near the altar, 
received from the Cardinals a re- 
newal of their oaths of obedience to 
him. 

A consistorial advocate ap- 
proached the throne, accompanied 
by Cardinal Camillo Laurenti, head

Papal gendarmes and noble 
guardsmen, resplendent in red and 
gold, formed an honor guard imme- 
diately before St. Peter’s. 

Then the Pope was borne out on 
the balcony in his white and gold, 
and the crowd shouted: “Long live 
the Pope!” before sinking to their 
knees for the blessing. 

The Pontiff’s words, besides be- 
ing carried to the audience before 
him by loudspeakers, were broad- 
cast by radio to the world. 

Throughout the afternoon thou- 
sands of persons went to St. Peter’s 
to see the decorations, which in- 
cluded damasks draped from the 
pilasters, and also to pray before 
the relics displayed at Easter—the 
lance with which Christ is said to 
have been pierced, the veil of 
Veronica and two nails from th 
crucifixion. ' 

Last night the colonnades, facade, 
dome and cupola of the basilica 
were illuminated by new  flood- 
lighting.

SAN FRANCISCO GUILD VOTES 
TO ACCEPT 5-PAPER CONTRACT 


Covers Wages and Working Condi- 
tions of News Men; No Provision 
for Closed Shop.

SAN FRANCISCO, «pril 18.—By 
a vote of 243 to 22, the Northern 
California Newspaper Guild ac 
cepted yesterday a 1938 contract 
covering wages and working condi- 
tions on five newspapers. The con- 
tract does not provide for the “guild 
shop” or preferential hiring. 


“The contract guarantees job se- 
curity, preferential rehiring, assur-

the charge of political timing. It was brought for- 
ward at this time, and not earlier, for the reason 
that Mr. Roosevelt had hoped against hope for a 
business pickup that didn’t arrive. 
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MR. KENT MISREADS THE ILLINOIS RETURNS. 

Frank R. Kent, political commentator for the 
Baltimore Sun, says in his syndicated column that 
the outcome of the senatorial race in the Democratic 
primary in Illinois is to be set down as a defeat 
for the Roosevelt administration and the New Deal. 
He bases this on the fact that Congressman Scott 
W. Lucas, the nominee, opposed the Supreme Court 
packing bill, while the unsuccessful candidate, Dis- 
trict Attorney Michael L. Igoe of Chicago, favored 
the President’s plan and made speeches for it. 

Mr. Kent’s judgment is passed at too great a dis- 
tance. The issue was, as everyone hereabouts knows, 
whether the Kelly-Nash machine was to gain con- 
trol of the dominant party in Illinois. 

This is not to say that other Democratic primaries 
may not provide tests between New Deal and anti- 
New Deal philosophies within the party ranks. Such 
a test appears to be taking form, for example, in 
Florida, where Representative Mark Wilcox will con- 
test for the senatorial nomination with Senator 
Claude Pepper. Obviously, the bi-partisan rout of 
Kelly-Nash bossism by Gov. Horner and his follow- 
ers was an entirely different matter. 
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THE ANGLO-ITALIAN AGREEMENT. 

The new agreement between England and Italy, 
signed at Rome Saturday, is the sort of bargain that 
might have been expected in the circumstances, and, 
no doubt, will be regarded as a diplomatic victory for 
Chamberlain by those who feel that a war deferred 
may be a war prevented. Under its terms, Great 
Britain recognizes the conquest of Ethiopia and will 
ask the League of Nations to do the same, on condi- 
tion that Italy withdraw its troops from Spain 
after the war is over, put its military forces in Libya 
on a peace-time basis and refrain from using the 
radio to stir up the Arabs and other susceptible 
tribes of people. England also guarantees to respect 
Italy’s rigkt of passage through the Suez Canal. 

If Mussolini proceeds in such a way as to remove 
any threat to Great Britain in the Mediterranean, the 
public may conclude that it was the sensible way out 
of a nasty situation. This will be especially true if 
it appears that one of the results of this meeting 
of Italian and British - minds was to drive a wedge, 
however small, between Mussolini and Hitler. 

The Labor opposition to Chamberlain’s foreign pol- 
icy will be continued in any case. It is based on the 
premise that Chamberlain and his supporters are as 
much preoccupied with serving the class interests of 
Tory England as with the long-run interests of the 
Empire. But if it should appear that this policy has 
had the effect of making a war less likely, this un- 
doubtedly will be a sufficient justification for it in 
the minds of the British people. 
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LO, THE POOR RABBIT! 

The annual season of candy rabbits, papier-mache 
rabbits and felt rabbits is a fitting time to recall 
that the common wild rabbit in Missouri is becoming 
SO scarce as to cause the conservation authorities 
worry. 

Once so plentiful as to be a minor plague to vege- 
table gardeners, because of his penchant for lettuce, 
carrot tops and other greens, the cottontail is now 
80 scarce that, according to the Missouri Magazine, 
some thought is being given. to providing him with 
the protection of a closed season. 

Rabbit hunting in itself has never been consid- 
ered an exciting sport, and what the game authori- 
ties are worriéd’about now is not so much the pos- 
sible extinction. of the rabbit tribe itself as the effect 
of its disappeatance on other wildlife. For the 
rabbit ‘is important as a buffer to other game, 
‘When snakes, owls, hawks and other predatory crea- 
tures have a plentiful supply of rabbits to feed upon, 
they are less likely to bother quail, doves and other 
game that hunters value,

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THAYER’S POWER “STRIKE.” 


The Missouri Public Service Commission has Very |: 


properly ordered the Arkansas-Missouri Power Go. 
to restore service at Thayer, where the current was 
cut off without warning Thursday. The power com- 
pany, which took action because work had been 
started on a competing municipal plant, has been 
ordered to resume service “until proper proceedings 
for abandonment” are instituted. 

Two years ago, when striking power company em- 
ployes cut off current in the Saginaw Valley in 
Michigan, the whole country was justifiably indig- 
nant at the interference with public convenience and 
necessity. On a smaller scale, the incident at Thayer 
falls in the same category. Doubtless, thoughtful 
members of the power industry regret the hasty 
action of the Arkansas-Missouri Company at Thayer, 
just as responsible members of organized labor re- 
gretted the action’ of the strikers in the Saginaw 
Valley case. : 

Finally, the power company’s strategy was far 
from clever. It is not surprising to find R. H. Wil- 
liams, president of the Thayer City Council, stating 
that his constituency is now more determined than 
ever to have a municipally owned plant. 
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COTTON AND CARTELS. 

In the society of commodities, cotton today is 
casting many an envious glance in the direction of 
rubber. Both suffer from that dread disease of 
commodities, over-production, or, as it is sometimes 
called, under-consumption, but rubber is equipped 
with a better mechanism to bounce back into a 
healthy price condition. 

For rubber has behind it a cartel, known as the 
International Rubber Regulation Committee. This 
cartel, controlling 98 per cent of the world’s rubber 
production, has the power to regulate rubber plant- 
ing and also to fix quarterly quotas on the amount 
that shall be placed on the market. Last spring, rub- 
ber was selling at the boom-time price of 25 cents 
a pound, but with the collapse of the commodity mar- 
ket in London, the quotation dived to 10 cents. So 
the cartel committee met in London two weeks ago, 
reduced the quarterly market quota to 60 per cent and 
sat back to await a rise in the price. The price is 
up to 12 cents now and is due to go higher. 

Such is the power of a cartel. Poor cotton can 
boast of no international production or marketing 
controls. The best it can do is an acreage control 
scheme applying in the United States alone, which 
functions as an invitation for the cotton producing 
areas of the rest of the world to increase their acre- 
age and appropriate more of America’s share of the 
world cotton market. “ 

Despite production control in the United States 
for the past five years, the world carryover of cot- 
ton this spring is estimated at 22,000,000 bales, more 
than 4,000,000 bales higher than the previous largest 
carryover on record, in 1932,. 2 

For fairly obvious reasons, cotton production does 
not lend itself to contro] by an international cartel. 
So gll cotton can do is to pine away in self-pity— 
and cast jealous glances at rubber. Cotton can only 
look on and sigh vainly for a world in which the 
free law of supply and demand determines all other 
prices, as, in the long run, it must for cotton. 
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- ANOTHER BLOW FOR “BANK NIGHT.” 

The Postoffice Department has agreed with tlie 
courts of numerous states, including Missouri,- that 
the “bank night” scheme for attracting crowds to 
motion picture theaters is a lottery. Postmaster- 
General Farley has barred the mails to the Denver 
concern that originated bank night, and built up a 
lucrative business in selling theater operators the 
right to use the plan. Large cash prizes were award- 
ed the holders of the lucky numbers, but the pro- 
moters contended that this did not constitute a _lot- 
tery. The Postoffice Department, however, reached 
the same conclusion that the Missouri Supreme Court 
stated last December in these words: “The entire 
scheme is a deliberate plan to evade the lottery 
statute,” 

It may be that this ban on bank night will prove 
to be a healthy turn for the movies. Theater opera- 
tors found that it stimulated patronage, but whether 
the throngs on one-night of the week made up for

“If there is anything in the nature of the 
present situation for sober adults to view 
with alarm, it is not that youth will rise in 
revolt against the programs and policies of 
antiquated institutions that are intended to 
serve them, but that they will, with supine 
meékness, continue to accept those pro- 
grams and policies as they inherit them.” 

Four out of every, five of these young 
people who.are not married were living at 
home, and only three out of every hundred 
wanted to leave permanently. Why do they 


they marry young, the boys when they are 
a little past 21, the girls a little before 19, 
ages which were usual a century ago. 

So the generations swing through the 
same round. A man’s income is dependent 
on his occupation; his occupation is deter- 
mined by his education and training; if 
these have been limited, he tends to marry 
early and beget many children; their edu- 
cation and training are limited by the de 
mands their numbers make upon his in- 
come; they leave school early; as 
early as their father did and in their turn 
produce large families to support on small 
incomes, and so condition successive genera- 
tions to things as they are. 

“Underneath the placid surface of our so- 
cial scheme of things (says the report), there 
operates a concurrence of social and eco- 
nomic forces that tends to freeze social lev- 
els and groups into a sort of perennial status 
quo.”

Does the education which we provide af- 
fect the slow spinning of our social] top 
around its own center?
